ANNUAL MESSAGE 


President Arthur's Fourth Annual Mes- 


• sage Read Before Congress Which 


Convened To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. I.—The following 


IB the president1!* message: 
To the Congress of the United State*: * 


Brace the close of yoar lust aeesiou the 


American people in the exercise of their 
highest right of eufljage have chosen 
their chief magistrate for the four years 
ensuing. When it is remembered that 
at no period iu the country's history hits 
the loug political contest which' custo- 
marily precedes the day of the national 
election been waged with greater fervor 
and intensity, it is a subject of congrat- 
ulation that after the controversy nt the 
polls WOB over and while the slight pre- 
ponderance by which the issue had been 
determined nue WAS yet unascertained, 
the public) peace suffered no disturbance, 
but the people everywhere awaited p;i- 
tk'Utly and quietly 1he result. 
Nothing 


could more strikingly illustrate the tem- 
per of the American citizen, his love of 
order and hit) loyalty to law. 
Nothing 


could more signully show the strength 
ftud wisdom of oar political institute. 
Eight years have pnssed Muce a contro- 
versy oouceixiug the rcbult of a untiomil 
election sharply culled the attention of 
congress to the uecesbity of, providing 
a more precise and definite method 
for tho counting of the electoral vote. 
It is of the gravest importance thufc this 
question be solvetl before the conflicting 
claims to the presidency ahull again dis- 
tract the country and I nm pentvaded 
that by tlie people at Jarge any of the 
nieiiguiec* of relief thus fur proposed 
would be prefeued to continued in- 
avtion. 


,Onr relations with all fore'gu powcis 


continue to be uiniartfle. With Belgium 
• convention has been signetl whereby 
the soope-of the preiMUt treaties i.asbecu 
so enlarged us to secure to the citizens 
of either country within the jurisdiction 
of other all rights and privileged iu the 
acquisition ami alienation of property. 
A trade mark treaty hiis also been con- 
cluded. 
The war between Chili and 


Peru is at ui end. . For Ui« arbitration 
of cJainw of American citizens, who dur- 
tnk .the. war suffered through *the AC)* of 
the Chilian authorities, a ovuvention will 
•oou be etuiUlted. 
, 


The «Ut« of bcMtffltfea between France 


and China continues to be au embarrnss- 
«e feature of our eastern relations. The 
pbiueH government has promptly ud- 
iusted and paid tuo claims of American 
citizeilswhow* property was destroyed in 
the recent riots at Canton. I renew the 
recommendation of my last annual mew- 
•age that the Canton indemnity fond l>e 
returned to China. The true interpreta- 
tion of the recent treaty with that coun- 
try, permitting the restriction of Chinese 
mmigration, is likely to be again the 
subject of yopr deliberations. It may 
be seriously questioned whether the stat- 
ute passed at the loat session does not 
violate the treaty rights of oertoui.Chinese 
who left this country with return certifi- 
cate*, valid under the old law, and who 
now seem to be debarred from landing 
[rbm lack of certificates required by the 
new. 
The recent purchase by the United 


States of a large trading fleet heretofore 
under the Chinese ring, has considerably 
enhanced our commercial importance iu 
the east 


IU view of the large number of ves- 


sels built or purchased by American cit- 
izens in other countries and exclusively 
employed.in legitimate traffic between 
foreign ports under the recogufeed pro- 
tection of our flag, it might be well to 
provide a uniform rate for the registra- 
tion and documentation, so that the boua 
tide property rights of our citizens there- 
in shall l>e duly evidenced and properly 
guarded. 


Pursuant to the advice of the senate 


at the last session, to recognize the flag 
of the international association of the 
Congo that of. a friendly government, 
avoiding, in so doing, any predicament 
of oonfliet in territorial claims iu that 
region. Subsequently, in execution of 
the expressed wish of the congress, I ap- 
pointed a commercial agent- for the 
Congo basin. 
The importance of the 


rich prospective trade of the Congo val- 
ley has led to the conviction that it 
should be open to nil nations upon 
equal term*-. 
Au 'international confer- 


ence for the consideration of this sub- 
ject was culled by the emperor of Ger- 
many and is now iu session at Berlin. 
Delegates are in attendance on behalf 
of the United States. Of tho results of 
the coufereuce you will be duly advised. 


The government of Core* lias gener- 


ously aided the efforts o£ the United 
States minister to secure suitable prem- 
ises for the use of the legation. AH 
the conditions of the diplomatic inter- 
ference with eastern nations demand 
that the legation premises be owned 
by the represented power, I ndviso that 
au appropriation bo mado for the acqui- 
sition of this property by the. govern- 
ment The United States has Already 
valuable premises at Fnngier as the gift 
from the sultan, of Morocco and, as is 
stated hereafter, they have lately re- 
ceived a similar gift from the Wnmesc 
government. The government of Japan 
stands ready to present to us extensm 
grounds at Toltis, wherein to erect a 
suitable building for tho Irguiou, court 
house and jail, ami similar privileges 
can probably bo secured in China and 
Persia. Tho owning of such promises 
would not only effect a largo saving of 
the present rentals, but would permit of 
the duo assumption of extra territorial 
rights in those countries and would 
the better serve to 
maintain 
the 


dignity 
of' 
tho 
United 
States. 


The failure of congress to make an ap 
propriation for our representation at the 
autonomous court of the khedive bus 
proved a serious^ embarrassment iu our 
intercourse with Egypt 
In view of the 


necessity of intimacy of diplomatic rela- 
tionship due to the participation of this 
government as one of the treaty powers 
in all matters of administration there af- 
fecting the rights of foreign relationship, 
I udvise the restoration of the agency and 
consulate general at Caiio on its formei 
basis. I do not conceive it to bo tho wish ol 
congress that the United States should 
withdraw altogether even the honorable 
position they have liitherto held with 
respect to the Khedive or that citizens of 
this republic residing or sojourning iu 
Egypt should hereafter be without the 
aid and protection of a competent repre- 
sentative. 
. 


With France the traditional enviable 


relationship continues. The Bortholdi 
statute of liberty eulighteuiug- the world, 
the generous gift of 
the people of 


France, is expected to reach New York 
in May uext. I suggest that congression- 
al action be taken in relation to the spirit 
which has prompted tins gift and iu aid 
of the timely completion of the pedestal 
upon whioh it is to be placed. Our rela- 
tions with Germany, a country which 
contributes to our own some of the best 
elements of citizenship, continue to l>e 
cordial. The>Umted S'ates has extradi- 
tion treaties with several of the German 
states but by reason of the confederation 
of these states under imperial rule tie 
application of such treaties is not ns uni- 
form and comprehensive ns the interests 
of tlie two 'loimtries require. I propose 
therefore, to open negotiations for a sin- 
gle convention of extradition to unbrace 
nil the territory of the empire. 


It affords me pleasure to say that our 


intercourse with Grent Britiau continues 
to be of a most friendly chnrnoter. The 
{ovvrumeut of Hawaii has indicated its 
willingness to continue for seven ye:trs 
he provisions of the existiugreciprocity 
leuty. Sncli • contiuuHUce, in view of 
the relations of that country to the 
American system of states, should, in 
my judgment, be favored. 


The revolution iu Hnytai agninst tlie 


estnlilished government bos terminated. 
Whi'e it was iu progress it became neo- 
nsary to enforce our neutrality liiwa by 
lutttitutiug proceedings against individ- 
uals nud vessels charged with their in- 
fringement. .These prosecution* were iu 
all oases, successful. 


Much anxiety has lately beuii display- 


ed by Various European governments, 
and especially br the government of 
[taly for the abolition of our import du- 
ties upon works of art. 
It is well to 


coiiHider whether tho present discrimi- 
nation iu favor of the production of 
American artists abroad is not likely to 
result, as they themselves Mieveit may, 
in the practical exclusion of nur painters 
and sculptors from the rich field for ob- 
servation, study and'.labor which they/ 
mve hitherto enjoyed. 


Thero is a prospect that the long 


pending revision of the '-jreigu treaties 
of Japan may be concluded at » new 
conference, 
to be held at Tokis. 


While this government 
fully 
rec- 


ognizes the equal and independent 
station of Japan in the community of 
nationa, it would not oppose the general 
adoption of such 'terms of compromise 
as Japan may be disposed to make in 
urthernnce of A uniform policy of inter- 
course with western nations. 
During 


the past year the increasing good will 
between our own government and that 
of Mexico has been variously moni- 
'ested. 
The 
treaty 
of 
commercial 


reciprocity, 
concluded 
January 20, 


1883, has been ratified and awaits 
;he 
necessary 
tariff 
legislation 


of 
congress 
to 
become 
effective. 


The 
legislation, will, I doubt 
not, 


L>e among the first to claim your atten- 
tion. All treaties of commerce, naviga- 
tion and consular rights are much to be 
desired and such a treaty, I have reason 
to believe 
tho Mexican government 


stands ready to conclude. Some em- 
barrassment has been occasioned by the 
:niliira of congress, at its last session, to 
provide means for the due execution of 
;he treaty of July 29, 1882, ft* the re- 
survey of the Mexican boundary and the 
re-location of boundary monuments. 


With the republic of Nicaraugua a 


treaty has been concluded which author- 
izes the construction by the United States 
of a canal, railway and telegraph line 
across the Nicaraugua territory. By the 
terms of this treaty sixty miles of the 
river San Juan, as well as Lake Nicarau- 
gua, on inland sea, forty miles iu width, 
uve to constitute a part of the projected 
enterprise. This leaves for actual canal 
construction seventeen miles on the Pa- 
cific side and thirty-six rniles on the 
Atlantic to the United States, whose rich 
territory on the Pacific io for the ordin- 
ary purposes of commerce practically cut 
off from communication by water with 
the Atlantic ports. 
The political and 


commercial advantages of such n port 
can scarcely be,over-estimated. 


It is believed that when the treaty is 


laid before you the justice mid-liberality 
of its provisions will command universal 
approval at home and abroad. 


Tho death of our representative at 


Russia while at his post at St. Peters- 
burg, afforded to tho imperial govern- 
ment a renewed opportunity to testify 
its sympathy in a> manner befitting tho 
in tern at o friendliness whioh has over 
marked the intercourse of tho two coun- 
tries. 


The course of this government in rais- 


ing its representation at Bangkok to the 
diplomatic rank has evoked from Siam 
evidences of warm friendship andaugers 
well for our enlarged intercourse. 


Speaking of our relations with Spain 


and the trouble in Cuba tho president, 
says: '-Ollioersof tlie government have 
been iimtmolod to exeroJHO visilnnou to 
prevent infraction!* of onv no.utralit.y l"w 
at Key West and at othi r points near tho 
Cuban floast" 


Tho growing neod of closo relation- 


ship of intercourse and traffic between 
theSpanuli Antilles mid their natural 


market iu the United States led to the 
adoption in January last of a commer- 
cial agreement looking to that end. This 
agreement lius since been supercedej by 
a more carefully framed and comprehen- 
sive convention whioh I shall submit to 
the senate for approval It bos teen 
the 
aim 
of 
this 
negotiation 
to 


open snob a favored reciprocal exchange 
of productions carried under the flag ol 
either country as to make the intercourse 
between Cnba and Porto Rico and our- 
selves scarcely less intimate than the 
commercial •movement between our do- 
mestic ports and insure it removal of bur- 
dens on shipping in the Spanish Indies 
of which in port our ship owners and 
ship-masters have so often had cause to 
complain. The negotiation of this con- 
vention has for a time postponed the 
persecution of certain claims of pur 
citizens which were declared to be with- 
out the jurisdiction of the late Spanish 
American 
claim's 
commission 
and 
rhich are therefore remitted to diplo- 


matic channels for adjustment. The 
speedy settlement of these claims will 
now be urged by this government. 


Negotiations for n treaty of commer- 


cial reciprocity with the Dominion Re- 
public have been successfully conelndad 
and the result will shortly be laid before 
the senate. Certain question between 
the United . States and the Ottoman 
empire still remain unsolved. 
Com- 


plaints in behalf of our citizens are not 
satisfactorily adjusted. The porte has 
sought to withhold from our commerce 
the right of favored treatment to which 
we are entitled by existing 
conven- 


tional stipulations and the revision of the 
tariffs is unaccomplished. 


The final disposition of pending ques- 


tions with Venezuela has not ns yet been 
reached, but I have good reason to ex- 
pect au early settlement which will pro- 
vide the means of re-examining the Cor- 
acno awards in conformity with the ex- 
;>rt's» desire of congress and which will 
recognize the justice of certain claims 
preferred ngaiust Venezuela. 


The Control and South American cnm- 


inissiou, appointed by authority of the 
act of July 7, 1882, will soon proceed to 
Mexico.

They contain it 


statement of the general policy of the 
govemmeLt for enlarging its commercial 
Liiterconjso with Americian states. The 
?ommusioners have been actively prepar- 
ing foe their responsible task by holding 
conferences iu the principal oities with 
merchants Mid others interested in Cen- 
tral and South American trade. 


The international meridian conference, 


lately convened in Washington, upon in- 
vitation of the government of the United 
States was composed of representative* 
from twenty-five nation*. The conference 
concluded its labors on the 1st of No- 
vember, having with substantial unauim- 
ty agreed upon tlie meridian of Green- 
wich ns the starting point from which 
ongitudo is to be computed through 180 
degrees eastward and westward, and 
upon the adoption for all purposes for 
which it may be found convenient of a 
universal day which shall begin at mid- 
night on the central meridian and whose 
hours shall be counted from zero up to 
24. The formal report of the transactions 
of this conference will be hereafter trans- 
mitted lo congreuB. 


This government is in frequent receipt 


of invitations from foreign states to par- 
ticipate in international exhibition* often 
of great interest and importance. -Occu- 
pying as we do an advanced position in 
the world's production and aiming to se^ 
cure a profitable shnre for our industries 
in tho general competitive markets, it is 
a matter of serious concern that a wont 
of means for participating in the these 
exhibitions should so often exclude our 
producers from advantages enjoyed by 
those of oth-21- countries and during the 
past yenr the attention of congress 'was 
drnwn to the formal invitation in this re- 
gard tendered by the governments of 
England, Holland, Belgium, Germany 
and Austria. The executive has in some 
instances appointed honorary commis- 
sioners and this is, however, a most un- 
satisfactory expedient, for without some 
provision to meet the necessary working 
expenses of a commission, they can 
effect little or nothing in behalf of ex- 
hibitors. 
Au International Inventors' 


exhibition is to be held in London next 
May. 
This will covet ft field of special 


importance and in which our country 
holds a foremost rank, but the*executive 
is at present powerless to organize a 
proper representation of our vast na- 
tional interests in this direction. Ihavo 
iu several previous messages referred to 
this hubjecfc. It seems to me that a 
statute giving the executive general 
authority to accept such invitations find 
to appoint honorary commissioners with- 
out salaiy aud placing at the disposal of 
the secretary of state a small sum for de- 
fraying the reasonable expense would be 
ol great public utility. 


This government lins received official 


notice that tlie revised international reg- 
ulations for preventing collisions at sea 
have been adopted by all the leading 
maratime "niioiis, except tho United 
States, and came into force on the 1st 
of September last. 
For the due protec- 


tion of our shipping interests the provis- 
ions of onr statutes should at once bo 
brought into conformity with these reg- 
ulations. 


The question of securing to authors, 


composers aud artists copywright privi- 
leges iu this country in return for recip- 
rocal rights abroad is one that mav 
justly challenge your attention

statute fix the- extent to which foreign

| conimiMid that the scope of the neutrality 
laws of the United States be HO enlarged 
us to cover all patent acts of hostility 
committed in ouv territory and aimed 


against the peace of a friendly nation. 
The existing statute prohibits the filling 
out of armed expeditions and restricts 
the shipment of * explosives, though the 
enactments iu the latter respect, were 
not framed with regard to international 
obligations, but simply for protection of 
passenger travel, and all these statutes 
were intended to meet special emergen- 
cies that had already arisen. 
Other 


emergencies have arisen since and modern 
ingenuity supplies means for the organi- 
zation of hostilities without open resort 
to armed vessels nrfUtibnsteriug parties. 
I see no reason why overt preparation in 
this country 'or the commission of crim- 
inal acts such as are hereunder consid- 
ered should not alike, be punishable 
whether snob, acts ore intended to be 
committed in our own country or in n 
foreign, country with which we are at 
peace. 
The prompt pjid thorough 


treatment of this question is one 
which intimately concerns the national 
honor.

need revisions.

iu 1795 and 1798 have now only n 
historical 
interest. 
Section 
2172 


recognizing the citizenship of the chil- 
dren of naturalized parents IB ambiguous 
in its terms and partly fba-.lete. There 
are special provisions of law favoring the 
naturalization of those who serve in tbe 
army or on merchant vessels, while DO 
similar privilege is granted those who 
serve iu the1 uavy and marine corps, and 
a uniform rile of naturalization, such us 
the constitution contemplates, should, 
among other things, clearly define the 
ntntim of persons born within the United 
States subject to a foreign power. 
Sec- 


tiop 1992 is in regard to minor children 
of fathers who have declared their inten- 
tion of becoming citizens, but who have 
failed to perfect their naturalization. 


It might be wise to provide for A cen- 


tral bureau of refiistry wherein should 
be filed authenticated transcripts of 
every record of natnralizntion in thesev- 
«rol federal and state courts, and to make 
provision also for the vacation or cancel- 
lation of such record in cases where 
fraud had 1)eeu practiced upon the court 
by the applicant himself or who lind re- 
moved or forfeited Ills acquired citizen- 
ship. 
A just and uniform law in this 


respect would strengthen the hands of 
the government in protecting its citizens 
abroad and would pave the way for the 
conclusion of treaties of naturalization i 
with foreign Countries. 


The legislation of the last WMsiou el- 
! 


Feoted in the diplomatic aud coiwular 
service certain changes and reductions 
which hfive been productive of embarros- 
meut. The population and commercial 
activity of our country are steadily on 
the increase and ate giving rise to vary- 
ing and often delicate relationships with 
other countries. Onr foreign establish- 
ment now embraces nearly double the 
are* of operations that it did twenty 
years ngo, The confinement of such a 
service within the limit* of expenditure 
then established is not, it seems to me, 
in accordance with true economy. A 
community of sixty millions of people 
Rhonld be adequately represented in its 
intercourse with foreign nations. A pro- 
ject for the reorganization of tlie consu- 
lar eervice and for recasting the scheme 
of extra territorial jurisdiction is now 
before you. If the limits of a short ses- 
sion will not allow its fnll consideration 
I trust you will not fail to make suitable 
preparation for the present needs of the 
service. ' 


It has been customary to define in the 


appropriation acts the rank of each di- 
plomatic office to which a salary is at- 
tached. I suggest that this course be 
abandoned and that it be left to the 
president, with the advice and consent 
of the senate to fix from time to time 
the diplomatic grade of the representa- 
tives of this government abroad as may 
seem advisable, provisions being defi- 
nitely made, however, as now for the 
amount attached to the respective sta- 
tions.

As compared with the preceding fiscal 


year there was a net decrease of over 
$21,000,000 in the amount of expendi- 
tures. The aggregate receipts were less 
thiiii those- of tlie year previous by about 
$54,000,000. Tho falling off of revenue 
from customs mode up nearly $20,01)0,000 
of this deficiency, and about 823,000,000 
of tho remainder wns duo to tho dimin- 
ished receipts'from internal collections. 


The secretory estimates tho total re- 


ceipts for the fiscal year whioh will end 
Juno 30, 1885, at $330,000,000 and the 
total expenditures at $2!)0,fi20f20l.lfi, in 
which is included tho interest on the 
debt, and the amount payable, to tbe mnk- 
inff fund. 
This would leave o surplus 


for tho entire year of about $39,000,000.
